Rashid Karami, who promises 
a shift away from Lebanon’s 
virtual neutrality in the Arab-Is- 
raeli struggle, began trying to­ 
day to form a new government 
in Beirut. 
President 
Charles 
Helou 
asked Karami to replace Pre­ 
mier Abdullah Yafi, who re­ 
signed Tuesday under fire be­ 
cause of Israel’s 
destructive 
commando raid on Beirut’s in­ 
ternational airport. 
Karami, who led the 1958 re­ 
bellion that U.S. Marines were 
summoned to quell, heads the 
Democratic Front, which com­ 
mands a slight majority in P ar­ 
liament. 
Sources close to Karami said 
he would try to form a coalition 
government, but he is expected 
to have difficulty because lead­ 
ers of Lebanon’s Christian polit­ 
ical parties prefer continuation 
of the previous ambiguous poli­ 
cy of virtual neutrality rather 
than a harder line against Is­ 
rael. 
Included in his party’s plat­ 
form are support of the Pales­ 
tinian 
commandos 
and their 
cause, 
compulsory 
military 
service and adherence by Leba­ 
non to Arab policies. 
In Jerusalem, meanwhile, Is­ 
raeli Premier Levi Eshkol re­ 
jected France as a Middle East 
peacemaker. 
Addressing 
a 
conference of world Jewry, Esh­ 
kol said President Charles de 
Gaulle’s embargo on arms ship­ 
ments to Israel “damages the 
prospects of peace in the Middle 
East.” 
“This action can be compared 
to that of binding the hands of 
one of the disputants in an are­ 
na who is threatened by the oth­ 
er,*’ Eshkol Mid, “and this by a 
third party which lays claim to 
objectivity and to a role of pea­ 
cemaker in our area. Ftom 
such a party, the call for peace 
sounds hollow indeed.** 
Addressing the same confer­ 
ence, 
Foreign Minister Abba 
Eban stressed the idea that Is 
rael would not retreat from the 
cease-fire lines until she is as 
sured of a lasting peace. 
In Paris, the decision to em 
bargo arms shipments to Israel 
was producing strains in the 
Gaullist ranks that appeared to 
be more serious than any since 
the Algerian war. 
Informed sources said For 
eign Minister Michel Debre, De­ 
fense Minister Pierre Messmer 
and Minister of State Roger 
Frey all were bitter about De 
Gaulle’s decision.

The capture of Billie Austin 
Bryant, 29-year-old auto repair­ 
man and prison escapee, came 
less than seven hours after the 
agents who sought to question 
him about a bank robbery were 
found dead in the hallway of his 
estranged wife's home. 
The slain agents were Antho­ 
ny Palmisano, 26, and Edwin 
Woodriffe, 27, a Negro and the 
first of his race to die in the line 
of duty with the FBI. 
The slayings, which touched 
off a search by hundreds of po­ 
lice dogs, and submachine gun- 
toting colleagues of the dead 
agents, followed by less than 
two hours the armed holdup of a 
suburban Maryland Savings and 
Loan company. 
A teller had reported Bryant’s 
name to police, saying she rec­ 
ognized bim as a former cus­ 
tomer. 
Bryant, sought since he es- 
caoed from the nearby Lorton 
Reformatory in Virginia last 
August, was arraigned before a 
U.S. 
commissioner 
on 
two 
cpunts of murder and held with­ 
out bail until a hearing Jan. 23. 
The agents were the 22nd and 
23rd to be killed on duty in the 
history of the bureau. Only once 
b e f o r e —i n 1934—were two 
agents killed at the same time. 
The bodies of the agents were 
found bv a policeman lying one 
atop the other after a report 
was broadcast that a policeman 
had been shot. 
Two helicopters hovered over 
the rundown section bordered 
by a wooded area as law offi­ 
cers, many wearing armored 
vests, searched alone a stream 
bed and began combing nearby 
houses. 
The attic where Bryant was 
found was only a few blocks 
from the scene of the slayings. 
Bryant was wanted for escap­ 
ing from the federal Lorton Re­ 
formatory Aug. 29, when he 
crashed a car through a chain- 
link fence. He had served less 
than a year of an 18-to 54-year 
sentence for robbing a Mary­ 
land Savings and Loan firm.

In a White House ceremony,

Borman, 
Navy Capt. Jam es A. Lovell Jr. 
and Air Force Lt. Col. Williams 
A. Anders with Distinguished 
Service Medals of the National 
Aeronautics and Space Adminis­ 
tration. 
Accompanying 
c i t a t i o n s 
praised the trio for “outstanding 
contributions to space flight” on 
“mankind’s first venture be­ 
yond earth into orbit around the 
moon . . . significantly advanc­ 
ing the nation’s capabilities in 
space.” 
Borman, Lovell and Anders 
were making their first public 
appearance since they conclud­ 
ed their perfect six-day mis­ 
sion Dec. 27. During the histor­ 
ic flight they circled the moon 
IO times in 20 hours on Christ­ 
mas Day and Christmas Eve.

Three of the trawlers were 
Russian, two East German and 
two Danish.

trawler escaped before he could 
arrest it. 
“We had no trouble with any 
of the remaining seven ves­ 
sels,” Pettersen said, “no pro­ 
test and no complaint.” 
Lista County Sheriff Lauritz 
Qvale said the trawlers had vio­ 
lated fishery, customs and mili­ 
tary regulations. He said one of 
the Soviet boats was still fishing 
when it was spotted halfway be 
tween the shore and the limit of 
Norwegian waters.

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Jury 
selection 
apparently will not 
start until Monday in the Sirhan 
Bishara Sirhan trial on charges 
of murdering Sen. Robert F. 
Kennedy. 
Defense motions took up most 
of Wednesday, as they did Tues­ 
day’s opening session, and de­ 
fense counsel prepared more for 
submission today. 
However, Grant B. Cooper, 
one of three defense attorneys, 
said the defense and prosecution 
had agreed—after a closed ses­ 
sion in the chamber of Judge 
Herbert V. Walker—to begin 
questioning prospective jurors 
no later than Monday. 
The trial had its first witness 
Wednesday—an expert on ju 
ries. William A. Goodwin, tile 
Los Angeles County jury com­ 
missioner, testified on how pros 
pective jurors are selected. 
Sirhan, 24, a Jordanian who 
came to this country with his 
family as a boy, listened atten­ 
tively. The second session lasted 
less than an hour. 
Cooper argued that the list of 
prospective jurors should be set 
aside on the grounds of not com 
prising “ a true cross section of 
the community.” 
Defense attorneys raised the 
possibility that motions for 
mistrial or change of venue 
may be made. Cocounsel Bus 
sell B. Parsons told newsmen 
that the defense would be pre­ 
pared to present evidence in 
support of a motion regarding 
“ the saturation of publicity in, 
this area.” He said the defense 
is concerned about the amount 
and character of news stories in 
local news media. 
Parsons declined to answer 


directly if this meant that the 
defense would seek to move the 
trial elsewhere. But he referred 
questioners to earlier defense 
statements that there were few 
places in the world where the 
case had not been greatly publi­ 
cized. 
Would this mean a motion for 
a mistrial was more likely? “I 
would say so,” Parsons replied. 
Sirhan, 24, is accused of mur­ 
dering Kennedy and wounding 
five bystanders last June 5 just 
after Kennedy had claimed vic­ 
tory in California’s Democratic 
presidential primary election.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) 
San Francisco State College was 
armed today with a court order 
banning picketing by striking 
teachers. But the order did not 
cover the students. 
It was issued late Wednesday 
by Superior Court Judge Ed­ 
ward O’Day only hours after 
students and teachers had bom­ 
barded police with stones, bot­ 
tles, sticks and fireworks during 
a violent melee. 
And 
acting 
President 
S.I. 
Hayakawa, his voice breaking 
and his hands shaking slightly, 
told newsmen for the first time 
since the strike began: 
“Attendance is not normal.” 
O’Day, acting on an applica­ 
tion by state college trustees, 
temporarily 
banned picketing 
and other strike action by the 
American Federation of Teach­ 
ers, Local 1352, Trustees also 
seek unspecified damages. 
Wednesday’s 
violence came 
after the AFT, for the second 
straight day, lost control of the 
picket line and jeering, profani­ 
ty-shouting students took over. 
After the line had swelled to 
about 1,000, police moved about 
12 men into the line to open a 
corridor to allow nonstrikers to 
enter the campus. 
Officers herded strikers into 
19th Avenue, a main thorough­ 
fare. Traffic was immediately 
backed up and street cars were 
brought to a standstill. 
During the confusion, a strik 
ing AFT member, Ron Daidle, 
32, was knocked down and in 
jured by a street car—an inci­ 
dent which seemed to trigger a 
barrage of rocks, bottles, two 
by-four lumber and fireworks at 
police. 
Police 
reinforcements 
were 
rushed from staging areas and 
their number swelled to about 
150. Mounted police galloped 
into the lines of retreating stu­ 
dents. 
Five persons were arrested 
then and police continued to pull 
student strike leaders from the 
picket line the remainder of the 
afternoon.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
governor’s Task Force on Edu­ 
cation today proposed county 
boards of education be replaced 
with county education councils 
authorized to levy education 
taxes. 
Tile ta bk force, in its report, 
called for a major revamping 
of Ohio’s educational system 
with new emphasis on voca­ 
tional and technical training. 
‘ ‘A serious gap exists between 
tile need for and tile availability 
of vocational and technical edu­ 
cation in Ohio,” the report said. 
“A crisis exists.” 
The new County Council of 
Education could levy an educa­ 
tion income tax as a means of 
partially 
replacing 
property 
taxes, the report said. 
It also suggested the Legisla­ 
ture raise the average public 
utility tax rate from 17.5 to at 
least 25 mills. 
Among other highlights of the 
report: 
—State funds for construction 
of vocational facilities should be 
distributed on a basis of need. 
—A new state-levied gross re­ 
tail receipts tax of one per cent 
should be earm arked for educa­ 
tion. 
—Technical 
education 
con­ 
struction funds should be made 
available t h r o u g h revenue 
bonds issued by an agency of 
the state. 
The 16-member task force, 
headed by Dr. John C. Ullery, 
criticized Ohio’s present school 
districts, charging it guaranteed 
“unequal educational opportuni­ 
ty;” 
The county councils of edu­ 
cation, in addition to levying 
taxes, would be empowered to 
support 
employment-oriented 
education. 
It could also reorganize pres­ 
ent school districts sud assign 
pupils and teachers. 
Only five per cent of the 150,- 
000 high school graduates in 
Ohio each year are skilled to a 
degree acceptable to employers, 
the report said. 
Finance Director Howard C. 
Collier said “We are looking for 
a dependable tax base that will 
be needed to finance a long- 
range program.” 
The cost of Rhodes' educa-

Poverty Fund Scandal Bared In California 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- A 
large number of young people 
who weren’t entitled to federal 
job training funds have been en­ 
rolled in a California Neighbor­ 
hood Youth Corps program, say 
government investigators, who 
only last week disclosed similar 
abuses in Detroit’s NYC project. 
The General Accounting Of­ 
fice, auditihg arm of Congress, 
said examination of the work- 
training NYC program in Los 
Angeles County revealed that 
some participants didn’t meet 
federal criteria, and that the eli­ 
gibility of still others could not 
be determined because of inade­ 
quate records. 


Last week, the GAO reported 
that federal funds had been 
handed out by the Neighborhood 
Youth Corps project in Detroit 
to hundreds of youngsters, in­ 
cluding high school pupils and 
some 
college 
students, 
who 
didn’t qualify for the assistance. 
Grants to finance Neighbor­ 
hood Youth Corps programs are 
allocated by the Labor Depart­ 
ment, which also sets tile eligi­ 
bility requirements. 
The NYC project is designed 
to 
provide 
job training 
for 
young people from low-income 
families, and is aimed especial­ 
ly at high school drop-outs. It 
also includes an in-scbool pro­ 


gram which attempts to stop 
youngsters from dropping out of 
school. 
Through last June, the Labor 
Department had awarded 4,800 
contracts to agencies across the 
country 
under the 4-year-old 
program, obligating a total of $1 
billion in federal funds. 
Of this amount, said the GAO, 
$34.4 million went to the Eco­ 
nomic and Youth Opportunities 
Agency, official .antipoverty or­ 
ganization of Los Angeles Coun­ 
ty, which in turn channeled 
money to cooperating organiza­ 
tions.

in addition to citing participa­ 
tion by ineligible youngsters. 


the 106-page GAO report said it 
found other weaknesses, includ­ 
ing: 
—Spotty attendance or non at­ 
tendance by project participants 
in the supplementary education 
programs required by the Labor 
Department; 
—Ineffective job development 
and followup services needed by 
participants to ensure meaning­ 
ful permanent employment or 
additional training; 
—Inadequate records kept by 
project sponsors on costs reim­ 
bursable by the federal govern­ 
ment;

The GAO report spotlighted 
six organizations which

partment’s eligibility criteria in 
screening applicants, the GAO 
said, but at the same time It 
noted that the rules, sent to the 
county antipoverty agency in 
October, 1966, had not been dis­ 
tributed to the cento**.

SAIGON (AP) — U.S. casual­ 
ties in Vietnam last week were 
the lowest in ll weeks, reflect­ 
ing the continuing lull in the 
ground war. South Vietnamese 
and enemy casualties also were 
considerably less than the week 
before. 
The 
U.S. 
Command 
an­ 
nounced today that 101 Ameri­ 
cans were killed in action last 
week and 599 were wounded, the 
lowest 
American 
casualties 
since the week of Oct. 13-19, 
when IOO were killed and 589 
were wounded. 
South Vietnamese headquar­ 
ters reported 150 government 
troops killed and 602 wounded, a 
sizable decrease from the 279 
killed and 901 wounded the pre­ 
vious week. The two commands 
reported at least 1,846 Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese killed, 
compared with 2,135 the week 
before. 


The report for the last week of 
1968 brought the total American 
combat casualties since Jan. I, 
1961, to 30,644 killed, 192,926 
wounded and 1,238 missing or 
captured; in those eight years, 
the U.S. Command said, at least 
431,736 of the enemy have been 
killed.

Loeb, 
an investment adviser 
now hailed as the “Dean of Wall 
Street” and the “Millionaire’s 
Money Man,” but who began 
with more ambition than mon­ 
ey, more nerve than knowledge, 
more hope than prospects. 
Now a millionaire and, at 69, 
enjoying the slightly quieter 
pace of an office to San Francis­ 
co after decades as one of Wall 
Street’s most successful inves­ 
tors and adviser*. Loeb was 
asked what he would do if he 
were young again. 
“A young man should know 
what be wants in life,” he said. 
“Not every young man wants 
money, although I find quite a 
few young .men who think they 
don't want it and later find out 
they do.

DAYTON, Ohio (AP)—Robert 
A. Horstman said Wednesday 
he will announce his retirement 
as Montgomery County Demo­ 
cratic 
chairman 
at 
Friday 
night’s meeting of the party ex­ 
ecutive committee. 
Horstman, 59, said he will 
name a specific date for step­ 
ping down at that time. Ho 
said it would be some time this 
year. 
The decision was prompted by 
recent criticism aimed at him 
from several sides, Horstman 
said. He succeeded his father, 
Albert, as county chairman in 
1961, and bas been the target 
of ouster movements several 
times. 


Dayton Journal Herald, Glenn 
said, “I want to make the 
rounds within a month. When I 
make my decision I will not be 
coy about it. I’ll make my an­ 
nouncement and start campaign­ 
ing.” 
Glenn was forced out of the 
1964 primary race against U.S. 

Stephen M. Young by a 
head injury received in a fall. 
He said that if he decides to 
run he will call on Young be­ 
fore making his announcement. 
“Of course, I would not ask 
his blessing to make the race,” 
Glenn said. 
Describing himself as a con­ 
structive liberal, Glenn said he 
would welcome a race against 
a conservative Republican. Gov. 
James A. Rhodes is considered 
to be the leading GOP candi­ 
date for the Senate in 1970. Rep. 
Robert Taft Jr. of Cincinnati 
also has been mentioned as a 
Republican contender.

PARIS (AP) — American ef­ 
forts to get Vietnam peace talks 
started are snagged by a con­ 
flict between the practical W;est 
and the complicated East. 
The North Vietnamese and 
the Viet Cong’s National Libera­ 
tion Front have the role of spec 
taters, watching the develop­ 
ment of debate in their oppo­ 
nents’ camp. That debate ap­ 
parently must he' settled before 
Washington and Saigon can put 
forward new proposals. 
The United States wants to 
overleap the debate which now 
seems to be a major obstacle to 
getting the talks started quick­ 
ly. This attitude calls to mind 
The practical approach to the 
case of the intelligence ship 
Pueblo .captured by North Ko­ 
rea. 
In the Pueblo case, the main 
obstacle was North Korea’s in­ 
sistence 
that 
the 
Americans 
confess wrongdoing and apolo­ 
gize before the crew would be 
released. Here in Paris, the 
problem is whether there are 
two sides or four involved in the 
Vietnam War. 
To Americans the question 
might seem trivial alongside the 
major goal of getting a confer­ 
ence started. To the Saigon gov­ 
ernment it is a m atter of impor­ 
tance. of prestige, involving a 
risk of giving “face" to the ene­ 
my and placing him in a posi­ 
tion to demand more. 
To accomplish their goal in 
the Pueblo case, the practical 
Americans ceremonially signed 
a confession of wrongdoing and 
publicly denied it at the same 
time. 
In Paris, the United States 
again seems eager to take the 
practical approach in order to 
get everybody to a conference 
table. Once there, the Ameri­ 
cans would affirm publicly—as 
they have all along—that they 
still adhere to the concept that 


there are two sides and not four 
in the Vietnam War. The oppo­ 
nents would be free to interpret 
the shape of the. table or the 
seating ‘ arrangements in any 
way they wished. 
To Saigon, at the moment, 
this appears to be an effort on 
the part of the Americans to 
push through concessions favor­ 


ing the North Vietnamese and 
the Viet Cong’s National Libera­ 
tion Front. South Vietnamese 
sources hint fretfully that they 
are being subjected to Ameri­ 
can arm twisting. 
A U.S. delegation spokesman 
says: “We are still for a two- 
sided 
conference. 
Wre 
have 
made this clear here and in San- 


gon. We are trying to get over 
the hurdle and get the talks 
started without surrendering the 
concept of two sides.” 
This concept could, the Amer­ 
icans feel, be preserved by the 
device of a formal, public state 
ment, and that a dividing line at 
the table would then be implicit. 
But Saigon contends that tho 
line must be a real one a visi 
hie one, so that there will be no 
suggestion whatever that the 
NLF as a “ reality’’ but not a po­ 
litical entry which can speak for 
any segment of the South Viet­ 
namese.
